He  earned  a  Doctor  of  Education  in 
ucational  Administration  from  the  George  Peabody  College  for 
achers  at  Vanderbilt  University.  He  arrived  at  ECSU  in  1975 
d  worked  until  he  retired  in  2000.  Dr.  Green  died  May  18, 
01.  On  November  21,  2002,  Chancellor  Mickey  L.  Burnim  pre- 
nted  a  commemorative  plaque  to  Dr.  Lois  Green,  his  widow,  a 
rmer  Associate  Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic 
fairs  at  ECSU. 


Dr.  Claudie  Mackey  Receives  $1.9  Million  Grant 


The  Elizabeth  City  State  University  School  of  Education  and 
Psychology  got  another  major  boost  in  support  of  its  compre- 
hensive plan  to  prepare  more  teachers  for  the  region's  publi 
schools.   The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  recently  awarded 
ECSU  a  $1.9  million  grant  for  the  Northeastern  North  Carolin 
Transition  to  Teaching  Project  (NNCTTP) . 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  recruit  and  retain  highly 
qualified  mid-career  professionals,  paraprof essionals ,  and  r 
cent  college  graduates  as  teachers  in  high-need  public 
schools.   This  program  also  encourages  the  development  and  e 
pansion  of  alternative  routes  to  certification  under  state- 
approved  programs . 

The  ECSU  School  of  Education  and  Psychology  invited  21  local 
education  agencies  (LEAs)  in  northeastern  North  Carolina  to 
participate.   Ten  of  these  school  systems  applied,  nine  of 
which  met  the  criteria  and  were  accepted  as  partners  in  the 
project.   The  nine  school  districts  are  Bertie,  Edgecombe, 
Gates,  Halifax,  Hertford,  Hyde,  Martin,  Perquimans,  and  Wash 
ington  counties.  ECSU  project  director.  Dr.  Claudie  Mackey, 
indicated  that  the  project's  services  will  take  a  multi-fac- 
eted approach  and  will  incorporate  research  that  has  identi- 
fied the  best  practices.   Some  of  these  best  practices  inclu 
providing  mentors  and  other  support,  utilizing  technology  fo 
teaching  and  delivery  of  courses,  ensuring  availability  of  r| 
sources  and  support  centers,  providing  convenient  course     I 
schedules,  offering  seminars  for  the  PRAXIS  I  and  II,  and  of 
fering  monetary  incentives  for  taking  courses.

Undergraduate  Research  Experience  in  Ocean  &  Marine  Science 

The  URE  OMS  program  objective  is  to  promote  the  professional  development  of  minority  undergraduate  students 
through  their  participation  m  ocean  and  marine  science  research.  The  program  consists  of  ten  undergraduates.  Fach 
student  is  assigned  to  a  specific  research  team,  where  he/she  will  work  closely  with  the  faculty.  In  addition,  seminars, 
lunch  meetings,  and  social  functions  are  organized  to  facilitate  undergraduate  interaction.  The  project  will  be 
conducted  for  eight  weeks  during  summer  2002,  with  on-line  mentoring  and  follow-up  during  academic  year  2002-03

and  Sounder  data  from  the  GOES  geostationary  satellites,  SeaWiFS  data  from  the  OrbView 

■>dteilite,  Imager  data  from  the  FYl  C  satellite  and  Landsat  MSS,  Landsat  TM,  MOS  MESSR, 

VTiR,  and  SAR. 

Correlation  of  AVHRR  SST  with  the  Presence  of  Loggerhead 

The  Mid-Atlantic  serves  as  a  host  environment  for  a  number  of  sea  turtle  species  that  encompasses  their  seasonal  migration  routes. 
Global  evidence  suggests  that  the  migration  routes  are  strongly  influenced  by  two  factors:  sea  surface  temperature  and  chlorophyll- 
a  concentrations  Data  gathered  from  the  Pacific  Ocean  presents  compelling  evidence  of  this  relationship.  In  contrast,  the  findings 
from  studies  conducted  in  the  Atlantic  have  not  yet  confirmed  the  role  of  these  factors  Therefore  this  study  attempts  to  establish  a 
correlation  between  sea  tutle  locations  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  in  relation  to  sea  surface  temperature  Satellite  sensor  data  including 
the  NOA;^  AVMRC  instrument  .vjs  utilized  for  this  study  in  addition  to  WhaieNet  point  source  turtle  data.

The  Great  Dismal  Swamp,  located  in  northeastern  North  Carolina  and  southeastern  Virginia,  is  one 
of  the  most  unique,  natural  wetlands  of  the  world  The  Great  Dismal  Swamp  Bo.Kdwalk  Hydrology 
Project  at  Ehzatieth  City  State  University  began  in  the  fall  of  1996  Us  purpose  was  to  determine  the 
quality  of  the  water  in  the  Great  Dismal  Swamp  and  to  understand  how  and  why  the  water  quality 
changes  The  data  collected  helped  to  explain  the  changes  that  take  place  with  the  swamp's  water 
throughout  the  year  in  regard  to  water  table  pulsing,  pH,  nitrate  nitrogen,  phosphate,  conductivity, 
j  anrt  dissolved  oxygen 

The  Mathematics  of  the  Dismal  Swamp  Project  supports  a  team  of  professors  from  Elizabeth  City 
I  State  University  to  use  research  on  The  Great  Dismal  Swamp  Piojcct  as  a  platform  tor  development 
of  a  mathematics  education  course  that  incorporates  a  generic  wetlands  application  The  focus  of  the 
project  IS  to  improve  pre-service  math  education  students'  understanding  of  the  interdisciplinary 
nature  (includes  biology,  organisms  and  aquatic  levels,  chemistry,  geoscience,  estuaries  and  swamp, 
and  mathematics  and  analysis  of  the  data)  associated  with  tarth  system  science.  Four  new  modules 
will  be  developed,  which  include  an  interdisciplinary  approach  for  incorporating  tarth  system  science 
in  the  targeted  mathematics  education  course  The  lessons  developed  will  be  placed  on  lithographs, 
postcards,  CD  ROM,  and  posters  This  year  saw  the  development  of  a  CD,  bookmarks,  booKcover, 
and  a  large  scale  (9  foot  x  9  foot)  traveling  exhibit  The  bookcover  was  submitted  to  the  NASA 
Educational  Review  Board  and  approved  as  an  educational  product  for  distribution  m  schools  across 
the  united  States 

The  project  is  sponsored  by  The  NASA  Earth  Science  Enterprise  (ESE)  Education  Program,  Elizabeth 
City  State  University,  and  the  Minority  University  SPace  Interdisciplinary  Network  (MUSPIN)  Office  of 
Goddard  Space  Flight  Center.

Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  "Repent  and  be  baptizee 
everyone  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  yoi 
shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  (Acts  2:38)  As  a  result,  those  who  wert 
saved  continued  stedfastly  (unchanging  )  in  the  apostles'doctrine  (Acts  2:42 1
